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Do  not  assume  content  reflects  current 
scientific  knowledge,  policies,  or  practices. 
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Stocks  of  the  four  feed  grains  (corn,  oats,  barley  and  sorghum)  on  July  1 
totaled  78,2  million  tons  --19  percent  more  than  a year  earlier,  but  9 percent 
below  average.  Stocks  of  all  old  crop  wheat  were  26  percent  greater  than  on 
July  1,  1967  but  44  percent  less  than  average.  Record  soybean  stocks  were  43 
percent  greater  than  a year  earlier.  Despite  the  increase  in  all  wheat  stocks, 
durum  holdings  were  21  percent  less  than  a year  earlier.  Rye  stocks  were  3 
percent  less  and  flaxseed  stocks  24  percent  less  than  a year  earlier. 

Old  crop  carryover  of  all  wheat  on  July  1 totaled  537  million  bushels,  26 
percent  more  than  a year  earlier  but  44  percent  less  than  the  5-year  average. 
Farm  holdings,  at  228  million  bushels,  were  up  57  percent  from  a year  earlier. 
Off-farm  stocks  of  309  million  bushels  were  10  percent  above  the  previous  year. 
July  1 stocks  in  all  positions  indicate  a disappearance  during  the  crop  year  -- 
July  1,  1967  to  June  30,  1968  --  of  1,412  million  bushels  compared  with  1,422 
million  the  previous  year  and  the  average  of  1,389  million  bushels. 

Old  crop  durum  wheat  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  July  1 totaled  22.9 
million  bushels  --  21  percent  below  a year  earlier  and  the  smallest  July  1 
holdings  since  1962,  Farm  stocks,  at  17,  1 million  bushels,  were  7 percent 
less  than  last  year.  Off-farm  stocks  were  about  one-half  as  large  as  a year 
earlier,  July  1 stocks  indicate  a disappearance  of  69,  0 million  bushels  during 
the  crop  year  ended  June  30,  1968,  compared  with  88,2  million  bushels  in 
1966-67. 

Old  crop  rye  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  July  1 totaled  18,2  million 
bushels,  3 percent  less  than  a year  earlier  but  75  percent  above  average.  Farm 
stocks,  at  3.7  million  bushels,  were  up  3 percent  from  July  1,  1967.  Off-farm 
holdings  totaled  14,5  million  bushels  --  4 percent  less  than  a year  earlier. 
Indicated  disappearance  during  April-June  was  5.  0 million  bushels  compared 
with  5,6  million  a year  earlier. 

Corn  in  all  storage  positions  on  July  1 totaled  2,  149  million  bushels,  23 
percent  more  than  a year  earlier,  and  1 percent  above  average.  Current  stocks 
are  the  largest  for  July  1 since  1964.  Off-farm  stocks  of  528  million  bushels 
were  30  percent  above  a year  earlier.  Farm  holdings  at  1,621  million  bushels 
were  up  21  percent.  Indicated  disappearance  from  all  positions  during  the  April- 
June  quarter  was  1,020  million  bushels  compared  with  972  million  a year 
earlier. 
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Oat  old  crop  carryover  stocks  in  all  positions  totaled  270  million  bushels, 
equal  to  July  1 holdings  a year  ago  but  7 percent  below  average.  Farm  stocks 
were  up  3 percent  from  a year  earlier;  off-farm  holdings  were  7 percent  lower. 
Disappearance  during  the  April- June  quarter  was  172  million  bushels,  the  same 
as  a year  earlier. 

Old  crop  barley  stored  in  all  positions  on  July  1 totaled  136  million  bushels, 

12  percent  more  than  a year  ago  and  12  percent  more  than  the  average  for 
July  1.  More  barley  was  being  held  both  on  and  off  the  farm  than  last  year. 
Disappearance  during  the  April- June  quarter,  at  81  million  bushels,  was  5 
million  less  than  the  previous  year  and  12  million  below  average. 

Sorjghum  grain  stored  in  all  positions  on  July  1 totaled  372  million  bushels, 

11  percent  above  a year  earlier  but  49  percent  below  average.  Off-farm  stocks 
of  277  million  bushels  were  9 percent  above  a year  earlier,  while  farm  stocks 
were  up  15  percent.  April- June  disappearance  was  150  million  bushels  compared 
with  191  million  last  year  and  the  average  disappearance  of  133  million  bushels. 

Soybean  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  July  1,  1968  totaled  a record 
285  million  bushels,  43  percent  above  a year  earlier  and  96  percent  above 
average.  Off-farm  stocks,  at  164  million  bushels,  were  44  percent  above  a 
year  earlier  and  farm  stocks,  at  120  million  bushels,  were  42  percent  larger, 

July  1 stocks  indicate  a disappearance  during  the  period,  September  1967- 
June  1968,  of  778  million  bushels  from  a supply  of  1,  063  million  bushels 
(carryover  of  90  million  bushels  plus  1967  production  of  973  million  bushels.  ) 
During  the  period  484  million  bushels  were  processed  for  oil  and  232  million 
bushels  were  exported.  Soybeans  used  for  seed  auid  feed  are  expected  to  total 
about  49  million  bushels. 

Old  crop  flaxseed  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  July  1 totaled  7.0  mil- 
lion bushels,  compared  with  9.3  million  bushels  held  a year  earlier  and  the 
1962-66  average  of  10,3  million  bushels.  Off-farm  stocks,  accounting  for  81 
percent  of  the  total,  decreased  2.  1 million  bushels,  and  farm  stocks  decreased 
0, 1 million  bushels  from  a year  earlier.  July  1 holdings  indicate  a disappearance 
of  22,  2 million  bushels  for  the  crop  year  ended  June  30  from  a supply  of  29*  2 
million  bushels.  During  this  period  crushings  totaled  15.9  million  bushels, 
exports  5,0  million  bushels  and  about  1,7  million  bushels  were  used  for  seed.
